THE UNITY OF THE CHURCH. 


The cry which has gone up from the ends of the 
earth for unity may be justly interpreted as the 
sigh of the prodigal sons amid the husks of 
Protestantism for their Father’s House. When 
divisions have done their worst, they look with 
longing eyes toward unity. As they turn their 
chastened spirits and weary forms backward, let 
them beware lest the artful dodger and source of 
all guile waylay them with a latitudinarian and 
sectarian unity which will make their last estate 
worse than their first, giving them a delusion for 
an object and inanity for sincerity. 

UNITY—A NECESSITY. 

The Church of Christ is a visible Organism. 
She is not only Holy, Catholic and Apostolic, but 
She is ONE. Her Oneness is essential to Her 
entity and identity, for a being cannot be two or 
three beings; for we cannot identify as one—that 
which is divided. 

An organism does not admit of division. If it 
could be divided into living parts, those parts 
would be separate organisms with their own 
entity, identity and unity. 

But the Church is One. Those, therefore, who 
are “cut off as a branch,”’ are withered, because 
they have lost their Catholic identity and unity 
and exist as separate and distinct things. They 
possess, no longer, Catholicity per se, and can 





only regain it by being engrafted anew into the 
visible and living organism of the One Church of 
Christ. There is no other Christian or Catholic 
unity possible. 

UNITY—AN ACCOMPLISHED REALITY. 

The Unity of the Church follows from Her very 
being and powers. Without such unity nothing 
could hold together. Without this unity nothing 
has held together. The present day illustration 
of this fact is the spectacle presented by protestan- 
tism. We may go further and say that Unity is 
essential even to divisions, for without Unity 
there could be no separations from that Unity, 
just as there could be no heresy if there were no 
Catholic Faith by which heresy might be judged. 
Unity of faith and authority go together and 
proceed from one. Therefore, quoting in full our 
Blessed Lord’s words to St. Peter—St. Cyprian, 
in the third century, says: “That He might set 
forth unity, He arranged by His authority the 
origin of that unity as beginning from one.” In 
another place the same Cyprian refers to Stephen 
of Rome as occupying “by succession the throne 
of Peter.” 

St. Cyprian was not propounding a new doc- 
trine but witnessing to a well established fact, 
and one which concerned not only the well-being 
but the very being of the One Church—“‘My 
Church’’—Divinely founded. 

Men who revere St. Augustine, the great 
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theologian and Father, throw his doctrine of 
Unity aside. Those who will quote the Angelic 
Doctor, St. Thomas, in support of truths they 
hold. against their adversaries, refuse to quote 
him against themselves in this matter of unity. 
It is the only Catholic Unity which any of the 
Fathers know. It is today a fact and reality 
as it has been in every age. 

Schism does not break this Unity; it simply 
breaks away from it. If it could be broken it 
would no longer be unity. Therefore, we say 
that Unity is, as it ever has been, an accomplished 
reality. 

THE OTHER SHEEP. 

We do not suggest that the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus is not yearning towards the “other sheep.”’ 
Rather, we emphasize the very reverse. It is 
true, however, that the other sheep are “not of 
this Fold,”’ and He says, “them also I must bring 
and there shall be one fold and one shepherd.” 

If there be “other sheep” 
other folds but ‘This Fold.” 

Not only for the glory of God and the exalta- 
tion of our Holy Mother the Church, but for the 
salvation and spiritual edification of the “other 
sheep,” it is necessary that “them also I must 
bring.”’ 

“O Jesus Thou art standing outside the fast- 
closed door.” If we would have Him enter the 
door of our hearts and never more leave us, we 
must be willing to follow His Guidance, for as the 
Good Shepherd He would put all the other sheep 
into His One Fold. “Lead kindly Light—”

It is gratifying to report at the same 





time that the Pope’s health is much better and 
that he is again giving public audiences. 
We wish we had space to give the full text of 


the Sovereign Pontiff’s encyclical, issued on the 
Feast of Our Lady, Help of Christians, dealing 
with the religio-political situation in Portugal. 
It exposes in its naked injustice and mockery of 
civil freedom the law of separation between 
Church and State enacted by the present Portu- 
guese government. 

from the Encyclical: 


Here are three paragraphs 


The duty of Our Apostolic office absolutely forbids Us 
to tolerate in silence a wound so grave inflicted on the 
rights and dignity of the Catholic religion. Therefore, 
by these letters, We call your attention to it, Venerable 
Brothers, and We denounce the full baseness of this fact 
before the whole Christian world. ‘ 

And first, as regards external things, the Portuguese 
Republic separates itself from the Church in such a way 
as to leave her no means whatever to maintain the decorum 
of the House of God, to support the Ministers of religion, to 
carry on her manifold offices of charity and piety. For 
according to the prescriptions of this law the Church is not 
only ejected from the possession of all the property, real 
and personal, that belongs to her, no matter how good her 
title, but she is even deprived of the faculty of acquiring 
anything for the future. For it is enacted that certain 
bodies of citizens are to regulate the exercise of public 
worship, but the faculty granted to these to receive what is 
offered for this purpose is circumscribed within incredibly 
narrow limits. Moreover the law extinguishes and annuls 
all those obligations by force of which Catholics were wont 
to give certain sums and subsidies to the head of their 
respective parishes, and forbids that anything be exacted 
on such grounds for the future. It does, indeed, allow 
Catholics to provide by voluntary subscriptions for the 
expenses of Divine worship, but at the same time it orders 
that one-third of the amounts raised for this purpose must 
be subtracted and assigned to purposes of civil beneficence. 
And to crown all this, any buildings which may be ac- 
quired or constructed, after the passing of the present law, 
for sacred uses are after the lapse of a certain number of 
years to be taken from their legitimate possessors without 
any compensation and to become the property of the State. 


But it is in those matters in which the sacred powers of 
the Church is properly concerned that are to be seen the 
gravest and most pernicious effects of this mockery of 
separation, which, as We have said, reduces the Church to 
a shameful servitude. First of all the Hierarchy is abso- 
lutely ignored and set aside. When any mention is made 
of men in sacred orders it is to interdict them from taking 
any part whatever in the ordering of public worship. The 
entire control of this is handed over to associations of

laymen, which have been or are to be instituted for public 
beneficence, and instituted by the authority of the Repub- 
lic in such a way as to have no dependence on the power of 
the Church. If the clergy have any differences with the 
laity regarding the association entrusted with this office, or 
if the laymen do not agree among themselves, the matter 
is to be decided by the verdict not of the Church but of the 
Republic which alone has power over these bodies. No 
more iniquitous or intolerable prescription could be im- 
agined seeing that it places the Clergy in a condition 
inferior to the other citizens in the very matter in which 
the Clergy are pre-eminent. 

The fetters with which the Portuguese law binds and 
impedes the liberty of the Church almost surpass belief, 
so contrary are they to modern institutions and to the 
public proclamations of liberty of all kinds, and so un- 
worthy of any civilised people. 





Finally, and this is especially grievous and serious, the 
Republic does not shrink from invading the domain of the 
authority of the Church, and making various prescriptions 


on a matter which, concerning as it does the very consti- 


tution of holy orders, claims the special care of the Church: 
We mean the discipline and training of young ecclesiastics. 
For it not only compels ecclesiastical students to make the 
literary and other studies which precede theology in the 
public lyceums where their faith is exposed to most immi- 
nent danger on account of the hostility of such institutions 
to God and the Church; but the Republic thrusts itself 
even into the internal life and management, arrogating 
to itself the right of appointing the professors, approving 
the text-books, and regulating the sacred studies of the 
clerics. Thus the old practices of the Regalists are revived, 
and if these were most obnoxious and arrogant while 
harmony reigned between Church and State surely they 
are contradictory and out of all reason now that the 
State wishes to have nothing to do with the Church. 


The New York World the other day contained 
the following despatch: 

“RENO, Nev.—It had been expected that under the 
new ‘time-lock’ divorce law, by which simply a physical 
residence of six months is required, Reno would witness 
the arrival of divorce seekers in bunches, and that time 
has come. To the Overland Limited on the Southern 
Pacific Sunday morning was attached an elegantly equip- 
ped special private Pullman, occupied by New York women, 
several of whom were accompanied by servants. The lim- 
ited was compelled to wait considerably over the allotted 
time while the large amount of baggage was unloaded. 

“The women had the car to themselves all the way from 
New York. A travelling man who arrived on the same 
train says they lived high on their trip across the con- 
tinent.” 


What a disgrace this is to our honor as a Chris- 
tian nation! 


A few months ago the Associated Press filled 
the non-Catholic world with the grave charges 
made by a certain ex-priest in Rome, Verdesi by 
name, against Fr. Bicarelli, S. J., that he had 
betrayed the confessional and revealed to the 
Pope secrets that had been entrusted to him by 
Verdesi under the sacramental seal.. Verdesi 
had joined the Methodists in Rome and great 
capital was made out of his calumnious accusa- 
tions. Finally the case was taken up in the civil 
courts, with the result that Fr. Bricarelli has heen 
declared innocent and Verdesi sentenced to im- 
prisonment for six months and required to pay the 
costs of the suit. Thus another calumny has 
been proven false, and that before a tribunal un- 
friendly to the Church. 


Since St. Patrick’s Day, last March, stone by 
stone, the walls of the Monastery Chapel on the 
Mount of the Atonement have been steadily 
rising and now the building is ready for the roof- 
ing and the putting in of the doors and windows. 
Thus far the builders have been the Brother Chris- 
tophers, as we at Graymoor call the men out of 
work, who call at the “Inn” asking to be received 
in the name of the Lord. They have dug the 
sand, quarried the stone, mixed the mortar and 
laid the walls two feet thick in solid masonry. 
The first offering was a dollar, contributed by a 
non-Catholic neighbor, and week by week the 
money contributions have kept pace with the 
wage of the men and the cost of material, and if 
“the handful of meal in the barrel’ does not give 
out (and we do not believe it will) the Chapel, 
which bears the name of St. Francis, ought to be 
ready for dedication on St. Francis’ Day, Octo- 
ber 4th. 

The names of all contributors are to be record- 
ed in a book, which will be sealed up in the High 
Altar to serve as a perpetual memorial before 
God, and three hundred masses will be said, when 
the Chapel is completed, for the temporal and 
spiritual benefit of those whose alms have made 
its erection possible. 

Later we shall publish a list of the furnishings 
of the Chapel, which we hope will be supplied as 
memorial gifts.

The proposed Cathedral 
for Los Angeles stands out 
boldly from its surroundings 
in true continental fashion.
